THE LOATHSOME DISEASE OW THE 
PACIFIC COAST. 


Threateni to Spread Amo Us— 
Lepers Who San Pramelece 
as a Haven of Mest. 

A close investigation, writes a San 
Francisco correspondent, shows that the 
cases of leprosy in this city may be pum-| 
bered by the hundreds, At one hospital 
there are now twenty-two Asiatic lepers 
and one from Hawaii. Forty-eight cases 
have been shipped to China. Of the 
large number of cases already here, the 
majority are engaged in just such work 
as will aid in eprcadion the disease, such 
as the manufacture of shirts and as cooks 
for Caucasians. These afflicted people 
are aware of the danger that may follow 
the spread of their disease, and are using 
all kinds of devices to conceal their con- 
dition from the authorities. . Sometimes 
they succeed for awhile in eluding de- 
tection by the lymx-eyed inspectors, but 
finally they are tracked. If they conceal 
the filthy and painful sores and scabs,

In this city the probabilities of a spread 
of leprosy are undoubtedly greater than 
in any other city in the world. . Among 
the recent arrivals from Hawaii is a young 
ledy who is now confined at the Twenty- 
sixth Street hospital. Her case is a pecu- 
liar one and her recovery is considered 
doubtful. Molokai, one of the Sandwich 
islands, is a regular settlement for lepers, 
and it was proposed to send this young 
women there for treatment. She escaped, 
however, eluded pursuit and determined 
to make her way to the city. No one 
suspected her true condition. Her fellow 
passengers on the steamer to San Fran- 
cisco did not detect the sliglitest traces 
of disease. She mingled freely with 
those on boaid and was considered tha 
belle of the ship. When the ship neared 
San Francisco some one on board rec- 
ognized the girl and notified the author- 
ities, who made an effort to prevent hes 
landing, which was accomplished after 
quite a struggle. She is now in the 
hospital and will probably not survive 
many days. 

At Honolulu the idea has gained 
ground that San Francisco is a most de- 
sirable place for lepers. The rigid and 
somewhat cruel tre.tment to which pa- 
tients are subjected in the Molokai set- 
tlement has driven the lepers to seek 
other fields, and the ease with which 
they are permitted to lacd on our shores 
has been heralded at home. Hence has 
followed somewhat of a stampede by the 
army of lepers to come hitherward by 
each steamer. A gentleman who recent- 
ly witnessed the departure of a vessel 
from Honolulu for Molokai informed me 
that the scene was the most terrible one 
he had ever witnessed. There were about 
sixty cases bound for Molokai. Some of 
these were simply masses of rottenness 
and filth. The steamer was a small one, 
apd the patients were crowded into a 
narruw space. The farewells of the rela- 
tives who had come to bid a last adieu 
to their stricken kinsmen was a pitiful 
sight, for it was known to a certainty 
that not one of the lepers would ever 
leave Molokai alive.

Senator Beck in question- 
ing Mr. Williams stated that Chicago was 
the most convenient and appropriate place 
for the colored people to hold this propos- 
ed centennial. Senator Hale in propound- 
ing questions to Mr. Henderson wanted to 
know ifthe board of directors or commis- 
sioners had been incorporated or not, and 
if s0, who was the organized head? Sen- 
ator Allison asked if the Senate was to 
make the apprpriation who was it to be 
made to? Mr. Henderson could not give 
the committe a stisfactory answer, and it 
is probable that the matter will go over 
until the next session of Congress. The 
indications are that the colored people 
can get the appropriation as introduced by 
Senator Blair, of New Hampshire, with- 
out any trouble as both parties favor the 
measure, but they must have an organ- 
ized head, Our special reporter inter- 
viewed two-thirds of the Senators and 
Representatives and they all favor the ap- 
propriation, providing we are properly or- 
ganized with representatives from each 
State.

ONE OF LOGAN’S BAYONET 
CHARGES. 

Peorra (Ill.) Transcript. 

A member of the old 81st tells 
a little story of that Belmont at- 
tack and victory, which illustrates 
Logan’s dash and energy. Suid 
he, “ We embarked at Cairo, on 
transports, and landed secretly a 
few miles above Belmont. The 
rebels were in force at Columbus 
and at Belmont, nearly opposite 
Columbus. We swooped down 
on the Belmont outfit, anp after a 
sharp fight, cleaned out the town. 
In those days, the early part of 


troops had a fight, and won it, it 
was thought to be the thing to 


The Belmont victory was no ex- 
ception. We had a great time 
that night. General McClernand 
‘made a roaring speech, and so did 
Logan, I believe. We had great 
bonfires aud an extra supper, and 
all the bands out, and kept it up 
until pretty near daylight. Then 
it was found out that during the 
night, while we were celebrating, 
the rebels had landed a big force 
from Columbus to our side of the 
river, and cut us off completely 
from our fransports. We were 
dazed at this, and ina mighty 
tight place. Logan was the first 
to reallize it, and after some discus 
sion, he got permission from Gen- 
eral McClernand to try and cut 
his way through the rebel cordon 
and open the road to the transports. 
This was done in a bayonet charge 
and was one of the most gallant 
feats of the war.

CARS GO THROUGH A BRIDGE, 
An Accident on the Virginia Midland Kead— 
Narrew Escape ef the Passengers. 

As the south-bound express train on the | 
Virginia Midland Railroad was approaching 
the bridge across the James river, one mile 
and a half north of Lynchburg, the engineer 
applied the air brakes to check the rapid 
speed of the train. Tne brakes refused to 
work. Finally he sounded the whistle for 
the brakemen to put down the regular 
brakes. Here also some difficulty was met 
with, and the speed of the train remained 
unchecked. The train rashed on to the 
bridge, striking the third span just over the 
main channel with tremendous force. The 
two Pullman sleeping cars plunged into the 
river, while the passenger coach next to 
them was thrown across the track, where it 
balanced itself. Asif by the hand of Prov- 
idence. the trucks of the sleepers broke 
loose fromthe body of the cars, which 
allowed these to float long enough to afford 
an opportunity for the rescue of the passen- 
gers from drowning. Nearly all of them 
were in their berths asleepat the time the 
accident occurred. Conductor Wm. King, 
who was on the platform of one of 
the cars wasthrown into the river, and 
although he had two ribs broken, he swam

A Famous Lecend Commemorated in 


a German Tewa. 

A special cable dispatch to the New York 
Herald says: The citizens of Ha-Meln or 
Hamelin, in Brunswick, Germany, to-day cel- 
ebrated with much pomp and parade the six 
hundredth anniversary of tho charming of 
the children of the Hamelin by the Pied Pi- 
per. For two months past a committee of 
twenty-nine citizens had been busily en- 
gaged in arranging the details of the 


celebration. This was to have begun 
on Thursday, the § real anniversary 
day, but hal to be postponed 


until today because of the state of the 
weather. The advertisements of the festival 
brought to the little town several thousand 
visitors in addition to the usual number of 
summer tourists who were staying at the 
place. At twilight this morning the people 


(Of Hamelin and the surrounding country 


were awakened by the booming of cannon 
ami the clanging of bella. This salute gave 
assurance that the day was to be one of per 
fect weather. The people turned out in their 
best attire. All the schools, workshops 
stores were closed, and the entire population 
of the district made such a holiday as has sel- 
dom been seen in Germany. 

All the buildings had been freshly decorated 
during the night, and the street archings had 
been reflowered and regreened. Bands pa- 
raded all morning, and there was general 
jollity preceding the principal event of the 
day, which was the procession after the gen- 
eral assemblage at two o'clock in froat of the
